French official circles hold that the 
only thing which can stave off the n a­ 
tionalist attack is a pledge l>v Great 
Britain to support France in g uar­ 
anteeing that Thrace will be evacuat­ 
ed promptly by the Greeks and restor­ 
ed to Turkey.
